workshops  during  the 
Shabbat  afternoon 
study  session  which  will 
take  place  after  lunch. 

Dr.  Polen  is  an 
associate  professor  of 
Jewish  thought  at 
Boston’s  Hebrew 
College.  He  received  his 
doctorate  degree  from 
Boston  University, 
where  he  served  as  a 
teaching  fellow  for 
Nobel  Laureate  author  Elie  Wiesel.  In 
1994,  he  was  the  Daniel  Jeremy  Silver 
Fellow  at  Harvard  University;  he  also  has 
been  a  visiting  scholar  at  Hebrew 
University  in  Jerusalem.  Dr.  Polen  was 
ordained  at  Ner  Israel  Rabbinical  College 
in  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  served  as  a 
congregational  rabbi  for  23  years.  His 
latest  book,  The  Rebbe’s  Daughter, 
which  focuses  on  the  spiritual  lives  of 
women  in  the  context  of  pre-war 
Hasidism  in  Poland,  is  scheduled  for 
publication  in  March,  2002. 

The  Shabbaton  will  incorporate  par¬ 
allel  programming  for  youngsters.  On 


Shabbat  morning,  Amichai  Lau-Lavie 
will  be  the  featured  guest  of  the 
Congregational  School  Family  Shabbat 
Service,  which  will  take  place  in  the 
Chapel.  Mr.  Lau-Lavie  will  also  present 
two  intergenerational  workshops  in  the 
afternoon  and  conduct  a  musical 
Havdallah  service  at 
the  conclusion  of 
Shabbat. 

Amichai  Lau-Lavie 

is  an  Israeli  storyteller 
and  teacher  of  Judaic 
literature.  He  is  the 
founder  and  director  of 
“The  Storahtelling 
Project:  Jewish  Ritual 
Theatre  Revived.” 
Storahtelling  is  an 
experimental  theatre 
group,  founded  in  NYC 
in  1998,  comprised  of 
artists  and  educators 
committed  to  reclaim¬ 
ing  the  art  and  rituals 
of  sacred  Jewish  story¬ 
telling.  By  using  traditional  Hebrew 
chanting  with  updated  translations  and 
original  liturgy,  Storahtelling  brings  the 
reading  of  the  Torah  into  the  21st  centu¬ 
ry.  The  Jerusalem  Report  has  called  Lau- 
Lavie  “an  alchemist  of  words... and  an 
important  new  voice  in  the  renaissance 
of  Jewish  learning.” 

In  addition,  sessions  on  Jewish  yoga 
and  mediation,  to  be  led  by  Shoshana 
Lederman,  a  Jewish  educator  and  certi¬ 
fied  yoga  instructor,  will  provide  instruc¬ 
tion  and  relaxation  during  the  day  on 
Saturday.

tunate  to  make  many  new  friends  in  my 
short  time  here.  Friendship  is  a  very 
important  part  of  my  life.  Jewish  texts 
can  offer  some  poignant  insights  about 
friendship. 

In  1  Samuel:  18:1;  18:3,  we  read, 
“And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  soul  of 
Jonathan  was  knit  with  the  soul  of 
David,  and  Jonathan  loved  him  as  his 
own  soul. ..Then  Jonathan  made  a 
covenant  with  David,  because  he  loved 
him  as  his  own  soul.” 

The  friendship  of  Jonathan  and 
David,  as  described  in  the  First  Book  of 
Samuel,  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
moving  examples  in  the  Tartach  of  the 
power  of  human  relationships.  Their 
friendship  is  held  up  as  the  ideal  -  a 
friendship  in  which  neither  made 
demands  on  the  other,  yet  each  gave 
untiringly  of  himself. 

In  Pirket  Avot,  the  Ethics  of  the 
Fathers,  “cleaving  to  friends”  is  listed

among  the  48  virtues  that  one  needs  in 
order  to  acquire  Torah.  At  first  it  may 
seem  strange  that  the  rabbis  included 
friendship  among  such  virtues  as  fear, 
awe  and  humility.  Yet  there  are  many 
examples  in  Jewish  texts  of  the  impor¬ 
tance  placed  on  friendship. 

Our  Sages  taught  the  importance  of 
friendship  with  the  following  words: 
“Either  friendship  or  death.”  They 
insisted  that  one  must  exert  great  effort 
in  cultivating  a  friendship,  even  to  the 
extent  of  giving  up  personal  preferences 
to  those  of  one’s  friends.  In  this  way, 
each  of  the  two  friends  will  seek  to 
please  the  other,  and  together  they  will 
build  common  goals  and  interests. 

The  Talmud  suggests  that  “a  good 
friend  serves  three  functions:  The  first  is 
as  a  catalyst  for  increased  success  at 
Torah  study.  The  second  is  to  insure 
one’s  mitzvah  fulfillment,  for  good 
friends  feel  free  to  offer  constructive 
criticism  to  one  another.  The  third  func¬ 
tion  is  to  provide  good  advice  in  all  areas 
and  to  act  as  a  confidant  who  does  not 
reveal  secrets  to  others.  In  fact,  one  who 
breaches  his  friend’s  trust  will  lose  him 
as  a  friend,  and  justifiably  so.” 
Furthermore,  a  good  friend  also  will 
gloss  over  any  injustice  committed  by 
the  other,  thus  endearing  them  to  each 
other. 

The  Chasidic  master  Rabbi 
Mordechai  of  Lechovitz  taught: 
“Friendship  is  like  a  stone.  A  stone  has 
no  value,  but  when  you  rub  two  stones 
together  properly,  sparks  of  fire 
emerge.”  I  want  to  end  by  asking  you  to 
think  about  someone  whom  you  consid¬ 
er  to  be  a  very  special  friend.  In  what 
ways  has  that  friend  helped  you  to 
become  a  better  person?  In  what  ways 
have  you  helped  your  friend  to  grow?  I 
am  blessed  to  have  many  wonderful 
friends  in  my  life  who  constantly  help 
me  and  challenge  me  to  be  a  better  per¬ 
son.  I  only  hope  that  I  am  able  to  give 
them  a  fraction  of  what  they  provide  for 
me. 

“If  you  have  a  faithful  friend,  hold 
fast  to  him.  Let  him  not  go,  for  he  is  a 
precious  possession.”

The  Chancellor’s 
Rabbinic  Cabinet 

Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  is  honored  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Chancellor’s 
Rabbinic  Cabinet  of  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary.  Established  in 
1988,  the  cabinet,  which  consists  of  some 
70  rabbis  from  throughout  North 
America,  has  become  an  important  set¬ 
ting  for  JTS  Chancellor  Ismar  Schorsch 
and  his  senior  staff  to  meet  and  consult 
with  leading  Conservative  rabbis.  It  pro¬ 
vides  an  opportunity  for  the  JTS  adminis¬ 
tration  to  solicit  the  reactions  and  advice 
of  religious  leaders  in  the  field  on  the 
critical  issues  that  confront  the 
Conservative  movement  and  the  Jewish 
community  at  large. 

The  meetings  of  the  cabinet,  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  Schorsch  and  Rabbi 
William  Lebeau,  vice  chancellor  for  rab¬ 
binic  development,  combine  discussion 
of  pressing  matters,  study  sessions  led  by 
Chancellor  Schorsch  and  opportunities 
to  daven  together  and  share  divrei  Torah. 
The  intimacy  of  this  ongoing  structured 
setting  has  proven  to  be  invaluable.  It 
enables  members  of  the  cabinet  to  con¬ 
sider  how  pulpit  rabbis  and  JTS  can 
strengthen  their  mutual  efforts  to  enrich 
Conservative  Judaism. 

At  the  most  recent  meeting  of  the 
cabinet,  held  at  the  end  of  October,  which 
Rabbi  Lincoln  attended,  the  issues  of: 
confronting  the  intermarriage  crisis, 
responding  to  the  events  of  9/11,  the 
growing  challenge  to  better  understand 
Islam  and  the  relationship  of  Islam  to 
other  faith  communities,  and  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  JTS  and  the  move¬ 
ment’s  congregations  were  the  focus  of 
energetic  and  insightful  discussions.

Book  of  the  Month:  Louisa,  by 

Simon  Zelitch 

“  I  smoked  my  first  cigarette  when  I 
was  six  years  old... Now  where  the  hell 
can  I  get  a  cigarette?”  The  year  was 
1949  and  Nora,  a  prickly,  strong 
willed  survivor  of  the  Holocaust,  has 
just  walked  off  the  boat  in  Haifa  with 
her  German  daughter-in-law,  Louisa. 
Nora  expects  to  be  met  by  her  cousin 
Bella,  a  Zionist  and  war  hero  she  has 
loved  since  they  were  children.  But 
Bella  fails  to  appear,  and  the  women 
enter  an  absorption  camp  for  immi¬ 
grants  to  await  an  uncertain  future. 
How  will  they  fit  into  a  society  that  does 
not  believe  in  looking  back?  Louisa,  the 
daughter  of  Nazi  parents,  proves  a 
genius  at  self-invention,  in  many  ways 
the  perfect  Israeli.  Nora  is  neither  hero¬ 
ic  nor  optimistic,  yet  she  has  no  other 
home.  When  rumors  swirl  around  the 
camp,  she  responds  with  a  cranky  and 
ironic  distance  that  rises  like  a  wall  of 
barbed  wire.  What  is  she  protecting 
behind  that  wall?  The  past,  and  its 
secrets. 

In  Louisa,  Simone  Zelitch  brings  to 
life,  with  all  the  authority  and  inventive 
power  of  an  old  master,  a  story  of  hidden 
passion,  broken  dreams,  and  unexpect¬ 
ed  reconciliation.  Stranded  in  a  new 
land  that  asks  them  to  look  to  the 
future,  both  women  are  forced  to  face 
the  past  and  the  responsibility  each 
bears  for  what  they  have  lost.  Nora 
knows  how  to  survive.  Louisa  must 
teach  her  how  to  forgive.

•  Attend  the  6:45  a.m.  morning  service 
and  full  Megillah  reading  on  Tuesday, 
February  26th. 

•  Enjoy  a  festive  dinner  late  in  the  day  of 
Purim  on  Tuesday,  February  26th.
